Paris, May 29.—The Big Four re­ 
sumed discussion of

ing -with Premier Orlando, of Italy

It was finally decided to dispose of 
a majority of other matters affecting 
Austria-Hungary and then consider 
Italy’s compromise proposal. 
It is understood 
that 
an

trian delegation is en route for St- 
Germain, headed by Dr. Klein, a well 
known lawyer; Prof. Lammasch and 
Professor Ubersbergera. 
It is un­ 
likely that they will oppose the treaty 
no matter how drastic the terms may 
be as much as Austria’s chief hope 
now is to resume trade relations un­ 
der normal conditions. 
The Big Four is considering a pro­ 
test fioin Belgium 
regarding 
the 
mandate to award German East Af­ 
rica to Great Britain. 
The Belgians 
are much excited over this decision 
and some of the Belgian leaders de­ 
clare that the nation was “deliberate­ 
ly sacrificed in order to placate Pre­ 
mier Lloyd George’s enemies.” 
The treaty will be presented to the 
Austrian delegates tomorrow at St. 
German, a suburb of Paris. 


CDUNTER TERMS 
PRESENTED BY

peace envoys at Versailles are divided 
into seven chapters, it was learned 
today. 
They are grouped as follows: 
First—League of nations. 
Second—Territorial.

Fourth—Colonial and financial. 
Fifth—Economic. 
Sixth—Shipping, railroads and wa­ 
terways. 
Seventh—Means of fulfillment. 
The document 
consists 
of

19,000 words. 
The introduction re­ 
views the declarations of the entente 
statesmen and Germany’s right to en­ 
ter the league of Nations on equal 
equality and reconstruction :in ac­ 
cordance with President Wilson’s 14 
principles. 
Germany unqualifiedly rejects 
the 
treaty claims providing for the trial 
of the ex-kaiser and other officials,” 
declared Her$ Naumann. press di­
